besides sustaining a broken left arm 


and broken right shoulder. 
The left 


arm was broken in three places. 
In 


falling lie landed on his left side, his 
left arm and knee receiving the force 


of the fall. 


The loosening of a bolt,

helped hold* a large derrick to the 


roof of the building is given as the

A t the time 
he w a s engaged in pulling a large 


stone to the top o f the building. 
The 


derrick was stationed on the roof 


and near the edge. 
When the bolt 


came out the derrick was thrown out 


o f line. 
It was so sudden that Levi 


was thrown over 
the 
side of 
tin4 
building. 
Witnesses stated that he 


was thrown upwad from the build­ 


ing a distance of ten feet, making 


him fall in all a total of seventy feet 


to the ground. 


Frank Gilson, who was helping L e ­ 


vi at the lever on the derrick, had a. 


narrow escape from a similar fate. 


He was thrown in the opposite direc­ 
tion from Levi and landed on the in­ 


side of the building. 
Gilson escaped 


with a few bruises. 
Levi had been 


employed on the new building ever 


since it was started.

The Secretary’s report left figures 
to speak for themselves concerning 
the new Democratit* tariff. 
The re­ 
port said: 


“When the tariff law was written 
it was estimated to produce 
from 
customs in its first year $270,000,000 
There was actually produced in the 
year from customs $292,320,014.51 
or $22,320,014.51 in excess of the 
estimates, which took into account 
the estimate 
revenues 
for 
three, > 
m o n th s under the old law and nine 
months under the new law. 
It was 
ini ended by tlie tariff act of October 
3, 1913 to remove the duties 
from 
certain necessaries of life and lower 
the duties on others. 


“To make up the deficit caused by 
the loss in revenue from customs the 
income-tax provision were enacted 
as a part of the new act and the pro­ 
visions for a tax on 
corporations 
were amended. 


The tax on

amounted to $28,253,534.85 and the 
tax on corporations 
amounted to 
$43, 127,739.89. 


McAdoo held that the new tariff 
act not only justified the estimates, 
hut as a whole produced, during its 
first 
year more than the revenue 
measures which it superceded.1 


On the other hand, the income tax 
produced less than its framers esti­ 
mated for the first year of its oper­ 
ation. 


“Notwithstanding,” the secretary 
said, “the results from the income 
tax law for the first ten months of 
its existence have been satisfactory. 
The» administration of a new law of 
this character encounters great ob­ 
stacles at the outset. 
In the first 
place, the people of the country, un­ 
accustomed to an income tax, must 
be educated to the law. 
This takes 
time.” 
That many people dodged the tax 
was the frank opinion o f MoAdoo.

ed by all who have accurate know­ 
ledge of the subject. 
There 
are 
single features of its work 
which 
arc greater than the combined ser­ 
vices of a similar nature of like de­ 
partments in other great 
nations. 
Comparison, for example, of the tre­ 
mendous task 
of 
surveying 
and 
charting the coasts of Alaska and 
the Aleutian Islands with that invol­ 
ved in the coast surveys of France of 
in the coast surveys of France of 
Great Rritian will show to anvone 
the burden which this service

ably bears. 
It> duties in the Phil­ 


ippine Islands are of greater extent 


and importance, alike locally, na­ 


tionally and internationally,

The duties of a physician no long­ 
er consist simply of the dispensing 
of pills and powders from a pair of 
saddle bags as in the days of our 
fathers, 
lie is now frequently call­ 
ed upon to give an opinion 
as to 
whether a* certain water is safe for 
drinking purposes, whether a given 
article of food is suitably adaptei 
to the needs of the human economy 
to furnish fuel and energy to sustain 
life. 
He may be called upon to give 
advice of a technical nature as to 
the sanitary construction of home: 
or workshops, or advice which call: 
for a knowledge of engineering as in 
the drainage of ponds and ditche 
for tin* prevention of malaria. 
In addition to these duties he may 
be called upon to render an opinion 
as to the mental status of an in­ 
dividual especially in cases 
of 
legal nature in which a 
question 
arises a s to the mental capacity of 
a person making his last will am 
testament, or whether an individua 
was of sound or unsound mind at 
the time lie is alleged to have com­ 
mitted some crime. 


A further responsibility has been 
placed upon physicians as brought 
out in an article on Mental Defici­ 
ency in a recent issue of the Public 
Health Reports 
which 
deals 
with 
certain public health 
aspects 
mental deficiency with reference to 
this condition among school child­ 
ren. 
It is pointed out 
that 
while 
school children and others may ne 
suspected of being mentally defec­ 
tive. it will fall to the lot of the 
physician to make the final decision 
which 
will classify these person­ 


a s feeble minded. 
The disposition of these 
cases 
that is, whether they shall be placed 
in special classes oif separate insti­ 
tutions will largely depend on tin 
judgement of the medical examiner 
Increasing attention i> being paid 
to the question of mental capacity 
among school children in relation to 
school work« When a child is fount 
to be backward in school therq wil 
usually be found some cause for lii- 
la<*k of progress and in determining 
the cause* it is necessary to inquirt 
thoroughly into 
his 
physical 
and 
mental condition. 
By this means it 
may often be possible to 
institute 
corrective and preventive measure- 
which will decrease the ill effects of 
feeble mindedness and 
enable 
the 
backward child to reason and to 
care for himself. 
Reasoning power 
in the normal person enables him to 
meet new situations and solve new 
problems. 
And it is this ability to 
reason and to meet the various prob­ 
lems of life as they arise which dis­ 
tinguishes the normal from the de­ 
fective mind. 
The new 
physician 
must be able to estimate the varying 
degrees of defection in order to ad­ 
vise 
hygienic measures that will 
contribute to their reduction.

all time. 
There was plenty of talk 
about the Waldorf corridors, and in 
other pots that are not so dry, that 
Murphy must go sotne time dud it 
might as well be now. 
The 
gossip 
was that the magnates might com­ 
promise by ridding the 
league 
of 
Murphy in some way, 
and 
making 
no fight on Taft, who, by the way, 
had a pretty strong following in the 
league.

Indianapolis, 
Dec. 9.—When 
the 
executive committee of the Indiana 
State Tax Association met here to­ 
day the most 
important 
business 
was the appointment of a committee 
represent a ting all classes of prop­ 
erty in the state, subject to taxa­ 
tion. 
The plan is that this commit­ 
tee shall evolve a system of taxa­ 
tion that will be just and equitable 
to all the taxable interests of 
the 
state. 
This committee with the pur­ 
pose here outlined was provided for 
in the resolution adopted by the tax 
conference here last week. 
There is a general feeling follow­ 
ing the tax conference! that Indiana 
is due for a try at tax reform. This 
is due largely to the fact that while 
the conference was strictly non-par­ 
tisan in nature, there was at the 
same time a liberal portion of ad­ 
ministration forces working in 
the 
conference. 
Governor Ralston pre­ 
sided at the first session. 
The personell of the committee to 
he appointed is believed to he of 
considerable importance, and there 
is no doubt that the committee ap­ 
pointed hv the executive committee 
of the association will he a capable 
and representative one. 


The results of tlie tax conference 
have been summarized as 
showing 
that the present levying, 
collection 
and disbursement of taxes in Indi­ 
ana is unjust, inequitable and “out 
of joint with present economic and 
industrial conditions.” 
Speaking of 
today’s meeting Dr. W. A. Rawles of 
Bloomington, president of the asso­ 
ciation said: 


“We recognize the 
responsibility 
of having presented to the state the 
defects of the present methods of 
taxation in Indiana and of having 
brought forth such a remonstrance 
against the existing conditions. 
The 
demand of the conference was for a 
constructive program, and 
1 
feel 
certain that we can assure the state 
that we shall bring to this task of 
evolving a system of taxation 
that 
will he just and equitable, the best 
minds and thought in the state. 


“Nothing short of this is demand­ 
ed, and we are impressed with the 
fact. 
Undoubtedly the intent of the. 
conference was that this he done so 
as to he of service in guiding the 
legislature this year. 
It is certain 
now that many tax hills are to he 
presented, and the demand of the 
state conference is that 
we 
have 
adequate and well thought out leg 
islation, if there is to he any.”
